Though Geneva for some hundreds 


of years has been a sovereign republic, 
much ot the architectural beauty ot 
Oie modern town is directly due to the 
generosity ot a one-time reigning 
prince, Ckarles TI, duke of BruMWlck- 
Wolfenbnttel. 


Tbe duke, who was born In KkTT, sws 


cecded at an early age to the thrwae. 
and governed so arbitrarily and cruel- 
ly that his subjects appealed to the 
German diet, which, after some nego- 
tiation deposed him and placed his 
younger brother on the throne. After 
this Duke Charles, who was very 
wealthy, wandered about Burupe, mak- 
ing Paris bin headquarters 
On the 


outbreak of the Franco-Prussian war, 
in 1870, b* finally settled at Geaem, 
where lie died in 1873. 


He had been an exile from hi* own 


Taod for more than thlrte yea**, and If 
be ever had had any anectton for It 
It bad perished during that thaw; so 
he constituted the city ot Gcawra his 
heir. Hie will was disputed by his 
brother and successor, Duke William, 
who demanded thc faintly Jewels uB 
other treasure. 


Before the case came nto the wurts 


the duke agreed to compromise, and 
the dty came ta twr a legacy worth 
about four million dollars. TMs sum, 
or a considerable portion of It, has 
been spent In beaMtfytwr thc town, 
building the quayn aad the elaborate 
Brunswick
